1985, the campaign will advertise on 
television, radio, billboards and in print 
media. About 30 million dollars will be 
spent on advertising the first year 
alone. 

An article recently published in an 
advertising newsletter stated that the 
theme of the non-profit council’s major 
1985 campaign will be cooperative 
education and its potential to counter 
the productivity decline in the U.S. The 
National Commission for Cooperative 
Education was selected from about 500 
applicants to be the council’s “client” 
for the year.

College. Horace Reynolds is the 
representative from the College faculty. 


Department of Television, Film and 
Photography producing new programs 


The Department of Television, Film and Photography has begun production of 
a number of new programs, including a monthly program entitled “President Lee’s 
Forum.” 

The department was formed Oct. 1, 1984, combining what was the academic 
Department of Visual Media and the Gallaudet College Television Studio. As 
such, the department—under the School of Communication—includes both a 
30-credit hour bachelor of arts program for undergraduate students and a profes- 
sional production unit. 

Faculty and staff work together to train students and to develop instructional 
and informational television and film programs for campus, local and national au- 
diences. Students are involved in every phase of production—from pre-production 
planning to post-production meetings. 

While the department is continuing to respond to campus requests for work and 
captioning programs, it has also established several new programs in recent 
months. 

Gallaudet President Jerry C. Lee is the first College president to use television 
as a means of communicating with the campus community on a regular basis. 
“President Lee’s Forum” is designed so that he can discuss issues of importance 
to Gallaudet. 

The program first aired last month. This month’s program will be devoted to 
discussion of the Master Plan. It is scheduled to air Feb. 4, 5 and 6 beginning at 
9 a.m. on channel 33 of the campus cable system. 

According to Marin Allen, interim chair of the Department of Television, Film 
and Photography, the program will use a variety of formats. The program’s length 
will vary as well according to the needs of the message, she explained. 

In other areas, production is now under way for the February edition of “Deaf 
Mosaic,” a magazine program for hearing impaired individuals around the nation. 
It first aired in the fall under the title “Images.” 

The department has also begun to televise some of the College’s men’s and 
women’s home basketball games, and will use student color commentators at half- 
time. 

Games to be broadcast will include the men’s game against Germantown Col- 
lege Monday, Jan. 28 at 5 p.m.; and a doubleheader on Tuesday, Feb. 5, with 
the women’s team playing St. Mary’s at 6 p.m. and the men’s team playing St. 
Mary’s at 8 p.m. The women’s game against Johns Hopkins will be broadcast 
Saturday, Feb. 9 at 7 p.m., as will the men’s game against Anne Arundel Com- 
munity College on Monday, Feb. 11 at 7 p.m. The women’s CWAC Tournament 
will also be televised on Saturday and Sunday, Feb. 23 and 24. All of the games 
will be broadcast on channel 33 of the campus cable system. 

In addition, the department is gearing up for a weekly student news program, 
which is scheduled to begin next month. The set is now being built and students 
are preparing formats for the program. 

The department is also assisting with instructional projects requested by faculty 
members. On one such project, the department is working with Sam Trychin of 
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The Gallaudet College Board of Trustees met on campus earlier this month, with the Board’s 
final session on Jan. 17 moved to an earlier hour as a snowstorm and record-breaking cold weather 
descended on the area.

Dissertations 
by Carolyn Jones 

Without purchasing a dissertation 
from University Microfilms there can be 
difficulties in obtaining dissertations. In- 
terlibrary loan is not usually a help 
because most universities will not loan 
their dissertations on interlibrary loan. 
However, there’s more help available 
than you may realize. 

If the desired dissertation concerns 
deafness, the Gallaudet library should 
have it. We have a standing order with 
University Microfilms to purchase all 
such dissertations. Every now and then 
we find that some have slipped through 
the computer cracks but, in the main, 
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those dissertations should be here. 
Locate them through SIRE, the comcat 
or the card catalog. 

Secondly, the Library of Congress 
has the whole University Microfilms col- 
lection. These dissertations are not in- 
cluded in the LC catalogs and locating 
their special room takes a little 
guidance. So when interested in a dis- 
sertation on something other than deaf- 
ness, hopefully knowing the author and 
title, ask a reference librarian to guide 
or give you instructions to their dis- 
sertation room. 

Between these two collections, we 
hope that you will be able to find any 
dissertation that lures you to read it.

Genetics Services 
Center established 


A Genetics Services Program for 
hearing impaired persons and their 
families has been established at 
Gallaudet. The Genetics Services 
Center can provide genetic screening 
and evaluation, diagnosis and counsel- 
ing, and referral and follow-up services 
to members of the Gallaudet communi- 
ty and their families. Staff members will 
also answer questions about deafness 
on such matters as causes and why 
some families have many deaf mem- 
bers and others have only one. 

Genetics clinics are held once a 
month with physicians from Children’s 
Hospital and the Medical College of 
Virginia. 

In addition to diagnostic and genetic 
counseling services, the staff of the 
Genetics Services Center hopes to pro- 
vide lectures and seminars on campus 
concerning deafness and genetics. 
Those lectures will include information 
on the basic principles of human 
genetics and the process of genetic 
evaluation and counseling and provide 
examples of specific kinds of genetic 
deafness. 

The Center is located in Trailer One, 
which is located behind Fay House. 
Anyone interested in arranging for 
genetic evaluation and counseling 
should contact Kathleen Shaver or 
Maria Shaffer at x5030.

A look at what’s happening with PCs 


e Computer Services will offer 
several short courses for personal com- 
puter (PC) users during the next 
several months. Details about the 
classes will be included in an upcoming 
issue of On the Green. 

The courses will be offered about 
once a month. Topics will cover areas 
such as introduction to the personal 
computer, word processing, spread- 
sheets, data base programs, project 
planning, integrated software and 
communication. 

Several users have access to the IBM 
Assistant Series (Write; File; Report; 
Graph). Computer Services plans to of- 
fer one class which will discuss those 
four programs as a package. 

Anyone with ideas for class topics 
should contact the secretary in 
User Services at x5613 (voice) or 
x5616 (TDD). Persons are also en- 
couraged to stop in HMB Room 118 
or send a note to User Services at 
HMB Box 199. 

e Listed below are several steps you 
can take to prepare for short courses 
on personal computers. 

1. .Go through the floppy disk “Ex- 
ploring the IBM Personal Computer” 
contained in the Guide to Operations 
manual. Also scan the manual itself. 

2. Read and complete the examples 
in Dr. Donald Torr’s paper, “Start-up 
of the IBM Personal Computer XT,” 
Oct. 31, 1984. This paper is especially 
relevant for XT users, but is beneficial 
for personal computers users too. To 
get a copy, contact User Services. 

3. Look at the software available in 
the Learning Center personal computer 
area, Room LE60. Software and 
documentation are both available for 
several products—that is, the Assistant 
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Series (Write; File; Report; Graph); 
Easywriter; Symphony; and Harvard 
Project Manager. 

Room LE60 is open according to the 
schedule posted on the door. Those 
times will be the same as last year but 
more class time will be scheduled in 
the room this year. Open times are ap- 
proximately 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. Mon- 
day through Thursday; 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Friday and Saturday; and 1 to 9 
p.m. on Sunday. During classtime, the 
room, like any classroom, is not open 
for public use. 

As documentation arrives, both soft- 
ware and documentation will be 


available in other User Areas such as 
BO6 at EMG and Room 118 at HMB. 


PC user spotlight 


Dr. H. David Snyder, an associate 
professor in the Physics Department, 
has reached his first microcomputer 
milestone. 

Using the IBM PC/XT installed in 
the Physics lab, Snyder has written an 
all-Physics program that allows students 
to experiment with Gauss’ Law. The 
Gauss Law relates electric field strength 
to electric charge inside a surface. 

Students in the Physics 211 class 
successfully tested the program. The 
program is menu-driven, which allows 
the user to select his options. It also 
allows students to draw paths and in- 
sert charges anywhere on the PC 
screen and then do mathematical 
calculations. The computed results are 
then displayed on the screen. 

Snyder continues to update his pro- 
gram and is currently involved in pro- 
viding the Gauss program with an op- 
tion to print directly from the screen.

e Introduction to VAX: 

This course will introduce the student 
to the basic features of the VAX com- 
puter. At the end of the course, the 
student will be able to interact with the 
VAX at a beginner to intermediate 
level. 


and print reports. It runs on the 
DEC-10 computer and is compatible 
with SYSTEM 1032 which runs on the 


VAX computer. 


e SCSS-SPSS Conventional 

Statistical System: 

This class will show students how to 
run various statistics on data while at 
the terminal. The course will cover set- 
ting up the necessary files and using 
different statistics available in the SCSS 
package on the DEC-10. 


e Introduction to DEC-10: 

This course will introduce the new 
computer user to the basic commands 
needed to interact with the DEC-10 
computer. The student will learn 
various ways to find help on the 
system and will learn the definition of 
several computer-related terms. 


e SOS Editing: 

This course covers the use of the 
SOS editor to create and edit/modify 
data files and programs. SOS is the 
primary editor on the DEC-10 
computer. 


e EDT Editing: 

EDT is an editor used on the VAX 
computer. The student will learn the 
difference between a screen editor and 
a line editor. The course covers all the 
basic commands needed to create, edit 
and/or modify data files and/or 
programs. 


e DOCGEN: 

This class discusses the capabilities of 
DOCGEN, which is a document pro- 
cesser on the DEC-10 computer. The 
student will learn how to format text 
files using DOCGEN commands. 
DOCGEN can be used for letters, 
manuscripts, reports, dissertations or 
any other writings. 


e SYSTEM 1022: 

SYSTEM 1022 is a data base 
management system which provides 
the capability to create or modify files 


e Batch Processing: 

Batch processing is a way to delay 
the start of a computer job until some 
other time, a way of processing a job 
without tying up your terminal, as well 
as a way to handle procedures that 
you do repeatedly. This class will teach 
students to set up commands in a file 
and how to handle error processing. 


e Using Tapes: 

This class will cover basic information 
about the use of magnetic tapes. What 
is magtape? How do I buy tapes? Why 
should I use tapes? What is a back-up? 
How can I see what is on a tape? The 
student will learn tape handling com- 
mands for the DEC-10 and the VAX 


computers. 


e VAX Orientation for 

DEC-10 Users: 

This class is intended for the ex- 
perienced DEC-10 user who is now 
beginning to use the VAX computer. 
This seminar will cover the differences 
and similarities between the two com- 
puters. A list of DEC-10 commands 
with the equivalent VAX commands 
will be discussed. A question and 
answer period will follow the 
discussion.
